A new Treasury Branch office 
will be constructed at Vulcan this 
year, according to information re¬ 
ceived by the Advocate from L. 
T. Simonson, Administrative Man¬ 
ager at Edmonton. 

The Carson Block next door to 
the Treasury Branch in Vulcan has 
been purchased and both it and 
the present office will be demolish¬ 
ed to make way for the new build¬ 
ing, which will thus occupy a 50- 
foot frontage on Centre Street. 

At the present time it appears 
that the new building will house 
the Treasury Branch only, al¬ 
though the possibility exists that 
space may also be made available 
for District Agriculturist and 
Home Economist offices in the 
government-owned building. 

Plans are now being prepared 
and construction should start this 
spring. During construction, the 
Treasury Branch in Vulcan will 
occupy the former Fashionette 
building, which was originally 
built by and housed the Bank of 
Montreal in Vulcan. 

The Vulcan Treasury Branch 
now has a stall of eight persons. 
Manager is Wally Taylor.

The Rural Fire Protection As¬ 
sociation truck at Vulcan was call¬ 
ed out three times on Tuesday of 
this week. 

In the morning, a Ford-Ferguson 
tractor being used in the farmyard 
at the Bill Loose home place 
caught fire and was pretty well 
destroyed before the fire could be 
extinguished. The tractor presum¬ 
ably caught fire when the gas 
tank cap worked off and gas slosh¬ 
ed out and was ignited, 
damage was done.

ed and the best rule for lawn rol¬ 
ling is, “if in Soubt — don't!" The 
best method to level an uneven 
lawn is to start over, but this is 
only necessary in extreme cases. If 
you have only isolated low spots 
or a trench where the water line 
is, I would suggest top dressing. 
Top dressing can be accomplished 
by spri nkling a thin mixture of 
soil, sand and peat. The mixture 
should be one part soil two parts 
coarse sand and one part peat. 
This mixture rhould be fine enough 
to pass through a 3/8 inch sieve. 
If peat is not available, substitute 
two parts of organic matter such 
as well rotted manure.
